Gen. MecChrystal to build team of specialists for Afghan fight

The new U.S. commander in 
Afghanistan will build a team of 
high-ranking specialists with a 
dedicated, long-term focus on de- 
feating the Taliban and rebuild- 
ing the contested nation, The New 
York Times reported Thursday. 

According to the Times, Gen. 
Stanley McChrystal will have 
“carte blanche” to bring together 
400 officers and senior enlisted 
servicemembers in what will be 
called the Pakistan-Afghanistan 


Coordination Cell. 

McChrystal was confirmed by 
the Senate late Wednesday as the 
new leader of U.S. and allied forces 
in Afghanistan. He immediately 
boarded a plane that was scheduled 
to take him to meetings with a pair 
of European allies before dropping 
him in Kabul, the paper wrote. 

Among his first tasks is to assem- 
ble his team — expected to include 
many special operations forces — 
who will rotate regularly between 
the United States and Afghanistan 


for a period of at least three years. 
McChrystal said the repeated de- 
ployments to the same areas will 
help them accumulate expertise 
on the regions and people they will 
deal with. When back in the States, 
members of this team still will be 
focused on Afghanistan projects. 

Brig. Gen. Scott Miller, a special 
operations veteran, is expected to 
lead the unit, which grew out of a 
similar group McChrystal com- 
manded in Iraq. 

“The biggest complaint we hear 


from Afghans is that they get to 
know a new unit, spend a few good 
months working with them, and 
then the troops redeploy and are 
never seen again,” a senior mili- 
tary official told The Wall Street 
Journal. “This is a way of captur- 
ing some of that expertise.” 

McChrystal replaces Gen. David 
McKiernan, who was relieved of 
command by Defense Secretary 
Robert Gates. McKiernan is ex- 
pected to retire.

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NATO to reduce troop levels in Kosovo 


Officials stress need for ‘balance’ of global forces in Afghanistan

Citing steady improvement in 
security conditions, NATO de- 
fense ministers decided Thurs- 
day that the time has come for a 
phased downsizing of troop levels 
in Kosovo. 

Though timelines and troop 
numbers were not _ specified, 
defense ministers concurred 
that the 15,000-strong NATO 
peacekeeping force — which in- 
cludes around 1,400 Americans 
— should transition into a smaller 
“deterrent presence.” Future 
troop levels will be decided by the 
North Atlantic Council, NATO 
said in a press release Thursday 
afternoon. The council is made 
up of representatives of member 
countries and has decision-mak- 
ing powers. 

While the first day of the two- 
day conference centered on 
Kosovo, the agenda shifts on Fri- 


day as U.S. officials are expected 
to once again push for more troop 
support from NATO allies in 
Afghanistan. 

At NATO’s summit in Stras- 
bourg-Kehl in April, European 
partners agreed to send some 
5,000 additional troops to help 
ensure the safety of Afghan vot- 
ers during this summer’s presi- 
dential election. But they stopped 
short of agreeing to keep those 
forces in place beyond the August 
vote. 

Ivo H. Daalder, America’s new 
ambassador to NATO, earlier 
this week stressed the need for 
increased troop support beyond 
election day. 

“NATO’s mission does not stop 
with the elections,” Daalder said 
during a pre-conference speech 
in Brussels. “This is not a U.S. ex- 
ercise that we have asked others 
to join; this is a NATO mission, 
and we expect others — Euro- 


peans, Canadians, and partners 
— to contribute their fair share.” 

Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates is in Brussels for meetings 
with his European counterparts. 
Other issues under consideration 
include NATO’s counter-piracy 
efforts off the coast of Somalia. 

Afghanistan, where the U.S. 
is nearly doubling its troop com- 
mitment this year, continues to 
be the primary focus for NATO. 
European leaders for years have 
resisted making more substantial 
troop commitments because of 
the war’s unpopularity. 

NATO officials say without 
more commitments from partner 
nations, the Afghanistan effort 
runs the risk of being stamped an 
American mission as more U.S. 
troops move in. 

“We need to avoid a situation 
in which the operation is unbal- 
anced politically,’ said James 
Appathurai, NATO spokesman, 


during a pre-conference briefing 
on Monday. 

“(The U.S. increase] is some- 
thing we need to welcome, but we 
also need to ensure that there is 
balance in terms of contribution 
to this mission, because if there is 
animbalance, itis politically more 
difficult to sustain,” Appathurai 
continued. “But also it’s simply in 
terms of equitable burden-shar- 
ing and fairness, we would like to 
see the European allies doing as 
much as they can.” 

Meanwhile, NATO’s_ Stand- 
ing NATO Maritime Group One, 
which has been involved in mari- 
time security operations off the 
coast of Somalia since March, 
also was under review Thursday. 

The NATO mission will expire 
on June 28 and defense ministers 
are examining whether to extend 
the mission.

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Gas prices 
to jump 
10 cents 
in Pacitic

Gas prices at Pacific bases are continuing 
their steady climb in recent weeks and will 
jump another 10 cents Saturday, according to 
the Army and Air Force Exchange Service. 

Midgrade unleaded at military exchange gas 
stations in mainland Japan and Okinawa will 
increase to $2.57 a gallon while regular and 
premium gas in South Korea will cost $2.71 and 
$2.93, respectively. On Guam, a gallon of regu- 
lar unleaded will run $2.80. 

Diesel prices in Japan rose dramatically this 
week as well, rising 15 cents to $2.34 a gallon. 

AAFES adjusts its fuel prices weekly, factor- 
ing in the average cost for gasoline in the States. 
Navy Exchange gas stations set their pumps to 
mirror AAFES prices. 

Drivers in mainland Japan and Okinawa, who 
receive a 25-cent-per-gallon discount from the 
Japanese government, are still paying about 15 
cents less for midgrade than the U.S. national 
average, which was $2.73 on Monday, accord- 
ing to U.S. Department of Energy estimates. 

Meanwhile, prices in South Korea and Guam 
again remained above the U.S. national aver- 
ages, which increased to $2.62 for regular and 
$2.84 for premium. 

Gas prices throughout the Pacific have been 
creeping up steadily since February. But in the 
past month alone they have jumped up more 
than 50 cents per gallon.

Gls on Okinawa ready Sri Lanka aid

TORII STATION, Okinawa — The 
Army garrison here has responded to 
cries for help from Sri Lanka, which has 
been torn apart by a bloody civil war. 

In response to reports that some hospi- 
tals in the island nation were destroyed 
in recent fighting, soldiers with the 87th 
Quartermaster Detachment joined with 
Japanese warehouse workers from the 
garrison to load 26 containers of health 
care, nutritional supplies and vehicles 
for shipment to Sri Lanka. 

According to Chip Steitz, public infor- 
mation officer for the Army on Okinawa, 
the supplies had been stored in a ware-

house on Camp Kinser to be sold under 
the Defense Reutilization and Marketing 
Office program. 

“They spent four days loading 26 con- 
tainers filled with $1.6 million in sup- 
plies,” Steitz said Thursday. “Included in 
the relief package were four vehicles and 
one ambulance.” 

The medical supplies include salvaged 
surgical beds and new first aid items, 
such as bandages. 

Steitz said the soldiers and Japanese 
workers were enthusiastic about partici- 
pating in the humanitarian effort. 

“This truly represents one of the rea- 
sons I joined the military,’ Sgt. Jesse 
Burk said in a news release. “Our coun- 
try is blessed with ordinary people who 


do extraordinary activities.” 

Last month, the U.S. State Department 
told the Army that the Sri Lankan gov- 
ernment could use whatever medical 
supplies it could round up in the wake of 
intense fighting in the country’s north, 
Steitz said. 

“When they heard Sri Lanka had been 
torn apart by internal conflicts and most 
of the hospitals were destroyed during 
the fighting, the garrison pulled together 
to find a way to help,” he said. 

The containers were to be trucked to 
the Naha Military Port by convoy Friday 
and are scheduled to be shipped to Sri 
Lanka within a week.

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Obama seeks closer ties with Kyrgyzstan

BISHKEK, Kyrgyzstan — 
President Barack Obama has sent 
a personal message to his Kyrgyz- 
stan counterpart, officials said 
Thursday, as Washington tries to 
keep U.S. forces from being evict- 
ed from an important air base in 
the Central Asian nation. 

In his letter, Obama thanked 
President Kurmanbek Bakiyev 
for Kyrgyzstan’s support of U.S.- 
led military operations in nearby 
Afghanistan, the Kyrgyz presi- 
dent’s office said in a statement. 

The statement also quoted 
Obama as saying a delegation of 
senior U.S. officials will soon visit 
the poor former Soviet republic. 

A U.S. Embassy spokesman 


in the Kyrgyz capital, Bishkek, 
couldn’t be immediately reached 
for comment. 

U.S. forces have had access to 
the Manas air base outside Bish- 
kek since 2001. The base — a 
transit point for 15,000 troops and 
500 tons of cargo each month to 
and from Afghanistan — became 
even more important to the Af- 
ghan war effort after neighboring 
Uzbekistan evicted U.S. troops 
from a base there. 

But in February, Bakiyev 
stunned Washington by announc- 
ing the U.S. base would be closed, 
citing what he said was inad- 
equate financial compensation 


and other concerns. 

Russia, which has long been 
wary of the U.S. presence in Cen- 
tral Asia, was widely believed to 
be behind the decision. The an- 
nouncement of the closure came 
shortly after Moscow, which also 
has an air base in Kyrgyzstan, 
pledged more than $2 billion in 
aid, loans and investment. 

Kyrgyzstan has given U.S. forc- 
es until Aug. 18 to vacate Manas. 
But in recent weeks, specula- 
tion has grown that Kyrgyz offi- 
cials might be reconsidering the 
decision. 

Earlier this week, Afghan 
leader Hamid Karzai appealed to 


Kyrgyzstan to let coalition forces 
continue using Manas. 

Karzai is expected to meet Ba- 
kiyev for talks on the base dur- 
ing a summit in Russia later this 
month. 

A Bakiyev spokesman, Almas 
Turdumamatov, talked down 
prospects of a new deal. 

“The issue of the base has been 
resolved. The (lease) agreement 
was revoked. There are no nego- 
tiations about a new agreement,” 
Turdumamatov said. 

However, a prominent Kyrgyz 
political analyst said Thursday 
that a new agreement on the base 
has been reached already. 


President to send delegation to discuss air base situation 


“At the moment, they are dis- 
cussing terms for a new deal 
to rent Manas airport that is 
worth $350 million per year,” 
Alexander Knyazev said. He re- 
fused to reveal his source for the 
information. 

The United States currently 
pays $174 million annual rent 
for Manas, but contributes $150 
million overall every year to the 
local economy through service 
contracts and aid packages, ac- 
cording to U.S. officials. 

Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates has previously said that the 
United States would be willing to 
pay more, within reason.

“We were being ambushed in an alley,” 
Maurer recalled. 

“We took contact by a man holding a 
child in front of him, spraying AK down 
the alley. Our commander was like, ‘Don’t 
spray, take precision shots.’ ” 

The soldiers followed the man into 
a smaller part of the alley, where he 
disappeared. 

“We moved forward a little bit ... peo- 
ple heard a grenade hit the ground,” he 
said. 

“Set. Battisto out of nowhere grabs our 
commander and shielded him. The com- 
mander still took shrapnel, but he saved 
his life, bottom line.” 

Retired Lt. Gen. Robert Foley was a 
young captain in charge of a rifle com- 
pany in Vietnam. 

A Medal of Honor recipient, he knows a 
thing or two about heroism and the bonds 
of war. 

“T kept asking myself as a company 
commander in Vietnam: What is it that 
motivates these soldiers to do what they 
have to do every day on the battlefield? 
We were going on combat assaults, we had 
stay-behind ambushes, we had require- 
ments for soldiers to go down into tunnels 
— we called them tunnel rats. You know, 
I never ran out of volunteers? And it was 
always a volunteer that had to be a tunnel 
rat. But soldiers would come runnin’ up, 
and say, ‘Sir? I got it. My turn.’ ” 
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Moving on 


The guys know it won’t be like this 
forever. Life has other plans for each of 
them. 

“T don’t want to sound like [a jerk] or 
anything, but I just had a kid and got mar- 
ried,” Maurer said. “It’s put a lot of things 
in perspective for me. As much as I love 
these guys and I’d love to be there for 
them, I also want to be there for my child 
and my wife. I’ve seen how a lot of these 
guys grow up in the military, and they 
don’t get to see their kids or their wife be- 
cause they’re always deployed.” 

“T plan on getting out and maybe, you 
know, joining another part of the mili- 
tary,” Maurer adds, trailing off.

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3 U.S. contractors ordered freed in lraq

BAGHDAD — Three American contrac- 
tors detained during an investigation into 
the slaying of another American have been 
ordered released, but two others remain in 
custody on drug charges, the Iraqi govern- 
ment said Thursday. 

Government spokesman Ali al-Dabbagh, 
correcting an earlier statement, said only 
one of the men had been released as of late 
Thursday because of bureaucratic delays 
involving the other two. He said earlier 
that all three had been freed. 

Corporate Training Unlimited, a Fay- 
etteville, N.C.-based security company, 





confirmed that its 
owner, Donald Feeney 
Jr., had been freed but 
four other American 
employees, including 
Feeney’s son, were 
still detained. 

The case has been 
seen as the first test of 
a provision in a U.S.- 
Iraqi security pact 
that lifted the immu- 
nity U.S. contractors 
had enjoyed for most 
of the 6-year-old war. But it has been sur- 
rounded by confusion as American and 
Iraqi officials have given varying informa- 
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Kitterman 


tion about the circumstances involved. 
U.S.-backed Iraqi forces detained the 
contractors June 3 in connection with an 
investigation into the stabbing death of 
contractor Jim Kitterman of Houston. 
Kitterman, a 60-year-old construction 
company owner, was found dead in his car 
on May 22 in Baghdad’s Green Zone. He 
had been blindfolded, bound and stabbed. 
U.S. and Iraqi officials have said the five 
detained Americans were not accused in 
Kitterman’s death but were detained in a 
raid that was part of the investigation into 
the killing. 
The U.S. Embassy said FBI agents were 
present during a search of the men’s quar- 
ters at the request of Iraqi authorities who 


Petraeus sees ‘difficult times’ in Afghan fight

WASHINGTON — Gen. David 
Petraeus said Wednesday that 
after two years of backsliding, 
May was the worst month for 
violent “security incidents” in 
Afghanistan since the country’s 
liberation from Taliban govern- 
ment control. 

“There is no question that the 
situation has deteriorated over 
the past 
two years, 
in particu- 
lar, and that 
there are dif- 
ficult times 
ahead,” he 
said. 

While 70 
percent of 
the fight- 
ing happens 
in just 10 
percent of 
the country’s 
districts, including near opium 
centers south of Kandahar and 
along the ring road, the CENT- 
COM commander said he expects 
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violence to spread as U.S. forces 
begin to take the fight to insur- 
gents and extremists. 

Speaking Thursday to a Wash- 
ington think tank, Petraeus laid 
out a broad assessment of the 
wars in Iraq and Afghanistan, 
reporting that the buildup of mili- 
tary forces and civilian workers 
in Afghanistan is on track, as is 
the drawdown of forces in Iraq. 

But more work is needed in 
both theaters, the four-star gen- 
eral stressed. 

“We are concerned about 
the continuation of attacks [in 
Iraq]. That shows the residual 
capability of al-Qaida in Iraq, in 
particular,’ he said, as well as 
Iran’s continued support for Shia 
extremists. 

Despite “periodic sensational 
attacks” that are coming every 
three weeks, Petraeus said, the 
dramatic overall decrease of at- 
tacks in Iraq as the U.S. closes 
joint security stations and out- 
posts remains a positive sign. 

“Afghanistan, on the other 
hand, is headed in the other di- 
rection,’ he said. “There are 
some tough months ahead.” 


Those will come as the U.S. 
goes after extremist safe havens, 
he explained. 

Many of those groups, however, 
are located inside Pakistan. 

Petraeus said he was confident 
the Pakistani army is not only 
taking the threat seriously, but is 
effectively clearing some areas 
and tasking groups of soldiers to 
hold those areas. 

“There is no question, I think, at 
this point, that the Pakistanis see 
very clearly the existential threat 
that is posted to their country by 
the extremists — in particular, 
by the Pakistani Taliban who 
have caused such problems in the 
Northwest Frontier Province.” 

“The Pakistani military has 
responded very strongly in Swat” 
and other districts, he added. 

To be sure, Pakistani requests 
for security assistance, which 
usually take a long time to fill, are 
being met quickly, Petraeus said. 
Within two or three weeks of re- 
ceiving a request from Pakistan, 
he said, the U.S. on Wednesday 
delivered to Pakistan four refur- 
bished MI-17 cargo helicopters 
intended for counterinsurgency 


Conway hopes to see more ‘dwell time’

WASHINGTON — The Ma- 
rine Corps hopes to give Marines 
14 months at home after deploy- 
ments by mid-2010, Corps Com- 
mandant 
Gen. James 
Conway said 
Thursday.

home, but -aee 
that could ~—

that the 
Corps has grown to 202,000 ahead 
of schedule, and with almost all 
Marines expected to leave Iraq 
next spring, Conway said. 

“That’s going to be very help- 
ful, we think, for our families,” he 
said. “We think that young Ma- 
rines who maybe haven’t had a 





chance to meet someone are going 
to be afforded that opportunity.” 

Marines will also use that extra 
time to train for amphibious land- 
ings and to fight conventional 
wars, two types of skill-sets that 
have deteriorated as the Corps 
has focused on counterinsurgen- 
cy, he said. 

“We believe very strongly in 
this capacity of the Marine Air 
Ground Task Force,’ Conway 
said. 

“Its core competency is ma- 
neuvering under its own fires 
and rolling up on an enemy just 
as the smoke lifts. We used to do 
10 of those [exercises] a year at 
Twentynine Palms. Today we do 
none.” 

The importance of Marines 
getting back to their traditional 
warfighting skills is underscored 
by current tensions on the Korean 
peninsula, he said. 

If a conflict broke out, Marines 
would likely be called upon to 
launch amphibious operations, he 
said. 


Defense Secretary Robert 


Gates implied in April that am- 
phibious landings might be a 
thing of the past, noting that the 
Corps’ last major landing was in 
1950. 

Asked about Gates’ comments 
later that month, Conway said 
the Corps had launched amphibi- 
ous operations since then, most 
notably when Marines helped to 
evacuate U.S. citizens from Leba- 
non in 2006. 

Conway quickly added that the 
Corps would be able to do the job 
eventually. 

“But I’m simply arguing we 
can do it better when we’re 
trained to it, and that’s the value 
of this 1:2 deployment to dwell: 
to give us the opportunity to give 
those young Marines more time 
with the families and more time 
to, again, relax at home, but also 
to get on these training fields and 
get back some of these core com- 
petencies that have withered over 
time,” he said.

Afghanistan: Airstrike 
missed militant leader 


KABUL — U.S. airstrikes in 
western Afghanistan missed 
their target of a militant com- 
mander and instead killed 12 
other militants and 10 civil- 
ians, provincial officials said 
Thursday. 

The U.S. military originally 
said the strike killed a warlord 
named Mullah Mustafa but 
now say he apparently sur- 
vived. In a statement issued 
Thursday, the U.S. said “cred- 
ible reports surfaced that Mus- 
tafa survived the attack” in 
Ghor province. 

The U.S. said it was inves- 
tigating reports that civilians 
had been killed. 

The U.S. statement said 
“unsubstantiated reports of 
civilian casualties emerged” 
Thursday. The military said 
that its review of the opera- 
tion supports the idea that all 
those killed were militants, but 
said they are still examining 
reports. 

The U.S. previously said 16 
of Mustafa’s men were killed 
in the strike.

GENEVA — The World Health 
Organization declared a swine flu 
pandemic Thursday — the first 
global flu epidemic in 41 years — 
as infections in the United States, 
Europe, Australia, South America 
and elsewhere climbed to nearly 
30,000 cases. 

The long-awaited pandemic 
announcement is scientific con- 
firmation that a new flu virus has 
emerged and is quickly circling 
the globe. 

WHO will now ask drugmak- 
ers to speed up production of a 
swine flu vaccine, which it said 
would available after September. 
The declaration will also prompt 
governments to devote more 
money toward efforts to contain 
the virus. 

WHO chief Dr. Margaret Chan 
made the announcement Thurs- 
day after the U.N. agency held an 
emergency meeting with flu ex- 
perts. Chan said she was moving 
to phase 6 — the agency’s high- 
est alert level — which means a 
pandemic, or global epidemic, is 
under way. 

“The world is moving into the 
early days of its first influenza 
pandemic in the 21st century,” 
Chan told reporters. “The virus is 
now unstoppable.” 

“However, we do not expect to 
see a sudden and dramatic jump 
in the number of severe and fatal 
infections,” she added. 

On Thursday, WHO said 74 
countries had reported 28,774 
cases of swine flu, including 144 


Rallies end as Iran prepares

TEHRAN, Iran — Iran’s rau- 
cous election campaign fell silent 
a day before the vote as rallies 
were barred Thursday to give the 
public time to reflect on whether 
they want to keep hard-line Pres- 
ident Mahmoud Ahmadinejad in 
power or replace him with a re- 
formist more open to closer ties 
with the West. 

The campaign reached a cre- 
scendo in the past few days with 
dueling rallies by supporters of 
Ahmadinejad and his main chal- 
lenger, Mir Hossein Mousavi,

deaths. Chan described the danger 
posed by the virus as “moderate.” 

The agency has stressed that 
most cases are mild and require 
no treatment, but the fear is that 
a rash of new infections could 
overwhelm hospitals and health 
authorities — especially in poorer 
countries. 

Still, about half of the peo- 
ple who have died from swine 
flu were previously young and 
healthy — people who are not usu- 
ally susceptible to flu. Swine flu is 
also crowding out regular flu vi- 
ruses. Both features are typical of 
pandemic flu viruses. 

The last pandemic — the Hong 
Kong flu of 1968 — killed about 1 
million people. Ordinary flu kills 
about 250,000 to 500,000 people

Chan said WHO was now rec- 
ommending that flu vaccine mak- 
ers start making swine flu vaccine. 
Drug giant GlaxoSmithKline PLC 
said it could start large-scale pro- 
duction of pandemic vaccine in 
July but that it would take several 
months before large quantities 
would be available. 

Glaxo spokesman Stephen Rea 
said the company’s first doses of 
vaccine would be reserved for 
countries who had ordered it in 
advance, including Belgium, Brit- 
ain and France. 

He said the company would also 
donate 50 million doses to WHO 
for poor countries. 

Pascal Barollier, a spokesman 
for Sanofi-Aventis, said they were 
also working on a pandemic vac- 
cine but WHO had not yet asked 
them to start producing mass 
quantities of it. 

The pandemic decision might 
have been made much earlier if 
WHO had more accurate infor- 
mation about swine flu’s rising 
sweep through Europe. Chan said 
she called the emergency meeting 
with flu experts after concerns 
were raised that some countries 
like Britain were not accurately 
reporting their cases. 

Chan said the experts unani- 
mously agreed there was a wider 
spread of swine flu than what was 
being reported.

1/7 piracy 
suspects 
charged 

in Kenya

MOMBASA, Kenya — Kenya 
charged 17 Somali men with pi- 
racy on Thursday, a day after the 
U.S. Navy handed them over to 
authorities in this East African 
nation. 

Kenya is holding more than 100 
piracy suspects from neighboring 
Somalia, a country in tatters and 
with no functioning government 
or legal system after two decades 
of anarchy. 

The suspects denied the charge 
and requested lawyers. 

The prosecutor’s charge sheet 
says the men were arrested May 
13 off the Gulf of Aden with weap- 
ons including seven AK-47 rifles 
and a rocket-propelled grenade. 

Despite international patrols, 
piracy has exploded in the Gulf 
of Aden and around Somalia’s 
1,900-mile coastline — the lon- 
gest in Africa. 

There are doubts that Kenya 
— which is still recovering from 
postelection turmoil in 2007 that 
left more than 1,000 people dead 
— would be able to handle the 
costly and complicated task of 
trying all or even most cases that 
emerge from the exploding pira- 
cy crisis in the Indian Ocean. 


Japan’s first lunar 
probe ends mission 


TOKYO — Japan’s first 
lunar probe made a controlled 
crash landing on the moon 
Thursday, successfully com- 
pleting a 19-month mission 
to study the Earth’s nearest 
neighbor, Japan’s space agen- 
cy said. 

The remotely controlled 
satellite had been orbiting 
the moon to map its surface 
and study its mineral distri- 
bution and gravity levels.

Von Brunn, who once tried to 
kidnap members of the Federal 
Reserve, then exchanged fire 
with guards who shot and criti- 
cally injured him, stopping him 
from entering the museum and 
hurting anyone else, Lanier said.

Appeals court delays 
release of abuse photos 


NEW YORK — A federal ap- 
peals court on Thursday ruled 
the U.S. government can keep 
pictures of detainee abuse se- 
cret until it has time to ask the 
Supreme Court to permanently 
block release of the photographs. 

The one-paragraph ruling by 
the 2nd U.S. Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals in Manhattan came after

Von Brunn was sentenced in 
1983 for attempted armed kid- 
napping and other charges in 
his 1981 bid to seize Fed board 
members. 

A guard captured him out- 
side the room where the board 
was meeting. He had a revolver, 
sawed-off shotgun and knife in 
a bag with him. He served more 
than six years in prison.

Complaint: Top 
musician dissed 
over royalties 


ich top-selling artist purportedly 
had his new single yanked from 
some radio stations’ playlists in 
retaliation for supporting royalties 
for musicians? 

No one involved will name the recording 
artist, but his no-play treatment by several 
radio stations is alleged in a complaint filed 
with the Federal Communications Commis- 
sion and obtained by The Associated Press. 

It claims recording artists are being 
threatened and intimidated. In the filing, the 
musicFIRST Coalition says the top-selling 
artist — there are hints it could be U2 front- 
man Bono — recently released a new album 
and spoke during April in support of an effort 
to require radio stations to pay musicians 
royalties similar to those paid to songwriters. 
Soon after, it said, “several stations within 
a major radio broadcast group notified the 
artist’s label that they would no longer play his 
single on the air.” 

Representatives for musicFIRST refused to 
identify the artist. The complaint said art- 
ists asked to remain unidentified “to protect 
against further reprisal.” 

U2’s album, “No Line on the Horizon,” was 
released in March with its lead-off single, 
“Get on Your Boots.” In April, Bono issued 
a statement on behalf of pay for musicians, 
saying, “It’s only fair that when radio makes 
money by playing a recording artist’s music 
... the recording artist should be compensated 
just as songwriters are already.” 

Calls and e-mails to a spokeswoman for 
Bono were not immediately returned. 

The National Association of Broadcasters, 
which represents about 6,500 radio stations 
nationwide, denied any attempt by stations to 
retaliate or intimidate artists. 

A statement by NAB Executive Vice Presi- 
dent Dennis Wharton called the complaint a 
“stunt” and said artists who support royalties, 
such as will.i.am, get great play on the radio. 
His group Black Eyed Peas is “currently 
Number 1 on Billboard’s Pop 100 Airplay 
Chart with the song ‘Boom Boom Pow, ” said 
the statement.

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Jews find Mexico a place to thrive

MEXICO CITY — On the evening of the fes- 
tive Jewish holiday of Purim, the rabbi’s wife, 
Sheila Slomianski, was ever the alert hostess. 
Surveying her table, she noticed some empty 
plates in front of her guests and summoned 
her daughters, Fayge and Miriam, to pile 
them high with tacos and tachina sauce, with 
grilled cactus and spicy rice. 

“They’re American,” Slomianski said with 
a shrug. “They don’t know any better.” 

The Slomianskis are part of Mexico City’s 
50,000-strong Jewish community, the third 
largest in Latin America. They’re thriving, 
diverse and multinational, but also close-knit 
and unusually self-sufficient when it comes to 
education and social programs. 

“We’re involved in politics, we’re involved 
in business, we’re involved in cultural activi- 
ties and academia, so the Jewish community is 
involved in everything,” said Mauricio Lulka, 
the executive director of the Central Commit- 
tee of the Jewish Community in Mexico. 

Yet this is also a community that, Lulka 
said, has the lowest rate of intermarriage in 
the world, and where 90 percent of the chil- 
dren attend religious day school. Some also 
see an increasing polarity between the more 
observant and the more secular members of 
the community: A teenage girl might ask her 


parents to arrange a marriage for her, to the 
consternation of an older generation that had 
hoped she’d choose her own mate and have a 
career. 

Jews are hardly new arrivals to Mexico. 
Fleeing the Inquisition in Spain, Jews were 
said to have been among the first Europeans 
who arrived with Hernan Cortes and the con- 
quistadors in the 16th century. They didn’t 
find the religious freedom they were looking 
for in the New World, and were forced to prac- 
tice their faith in secrecy until Mexico’s inde- 
pendence from Spain in 1820. 

“When they knew about the new lands that 
were discovered in America, they decided 
to come here and find their freedom. It was 
a tragedy, because they could not find their 
freedom,” said Monika Unikel, an expert on 
the history of Jews in Mexico City. 

As the country became more tolerant, how- 
ever, and as Jews began fleeing persecution 
in Europe during the two world wars, Mexico 
was among the places they came, often in 
hopes of getting visas to the United States. 
The first to come were Sephardic Jews from 
countries such as Turkey and Greece, and 
then the rise of the Nazis in Germany brought 
Ashkenazi Jews from Western and Central 
Europe. 

“All of them wanted to get to the United 
States; that was America. That was the magic 
world,” Unikel said. “But there came a time 


when the United States closed the doors for 
new immigrants, so Mexico became a new 
option.” 

The result is a Mexican Jewish community 
that’s something of a melting pot. 

It includes Pearl Tabatchnik, a guest at 
the Slomianski party, whose Polish parents 
fled the Holocaust. She was born in Mexico, 
as were her children and grandson, and Ta- 
batchnik said she felt at home here. 

“T feel a lot of gratitude toward Mexico,” she 
said. “I was born here, and they treat us very 
well.” 

It also includes Esther Schmidt, who was 
born in Mexico to a Hungarian mother and 
a Mexican-born father from a Polish back- 
ground, and Sal Levy, a new arrival from 
Israel. 

Rabbi Sergio Slomianski, Sheila’s husband 
and the leader of the Ashkenazi community 
here, was born in Mexico but studied in Israel 
and the U.S., where he met his Chicago-born 
wife. 

He said that compared with other Jewish 
communities he’d seen, the Mexican commu- 
nity was unusual in its desire to help others, 
especially other Jews. 

“If people are sick or need money to buy 
clothes or housing, the community is very ori- 
ented toward helping those needy people,” he 
said. 
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There’s new 
culding force 
in Morocco

Not long ago in the Moroccan 
city of Rabat, Nezha Nassi met an 
18-year-old girl in prison on drug 
charges. The girl was afraid to 
leave prison because her parents 
said she was no longer welcome 
at home. 

For months, Nassi counseled 
the girl, who seemed to bloom 
slowly and build an idea of the 
life she wanted. Nassi visited 
the girl’s mother to persuade 
her to take her back, saying the 
girl would be worse off in the 
streets and that she had worked 
to give up her addiction. Nassi 
told the mother she had the girl’s 
promise. 

In Morocco, Nassi’s_ word 
means something. That’s because 
Nassi is a murshida, or “guide,” 
a female religious counselor re- 
cently trained by the country’s 
Ministry of Religious Affairs to 
teach Islam and offer counseling 
in mosques, prisons, schools and 
hospitals — even to make house 
calls to work through the most 
intimate family problems. Nassi 
is one of about 250 murshidas 
trained to occupy the same role 
as male imams, in every sense 
but leading prayer. 

“This is spiritual, moral and 
physical counseling,” said Nassi. 

She recently visited Washing- 
ton and New York with two other 
murshidas to meet with State 
Department officials and female 
religious leaders of various faiths 
in a trip sponsored by the Mo- 
roccan American Cultural Cen- 
ter. The State Department, in 
its annual report to Congress on 
counterterrorism issued in April, 
hailed the murshida program as 
a “pioneering” effort in Moroc- 
co’s broad approach to spread tol- 
erant practices of Islam. 

In most of the Muslim world, 
although women have served as 
informal spiritual leaders, offi- 
cial positions of religious power 
have been the preserve of men. 
But now in Turkey, hundreds 
of female preachers, known as 
vaizes, are working in state-run 
mosques, and women are ap- 
pointed to lead Turks making the 
pilgrimage to Mecca.

more time. 

Wilson said he and other VA of- 
ficials won’t try to judge whether 
participation levels are “good or 
bad” because the VA historically 
hasn’t tracked 
tuition and fees 
closely enough 
to know how 
many private 
schools  aren’t 
even eligible for 
Yellow Ribbon deals. 

That number would seem to be 
small, given that private schools 
on average have set tuition rates 
four times higher than public 
universities. But Wilson’s point 
allows VA officials the comfort of 
neutrality on the sensitive mat- 
ter of whether enough private 
schools are reaching out to help 
veterans. 

The new GI Bill will cover 
tuition and fees at any degree- 
granting school, up to levels 
charged by the most expensive 
public university in a state. Texas 
students, for example, will get 
up to $1,333 per credit hour plus 
$12,130 a year for school fees. 
In contrast, California students 
will be reimbursed only for up to 
$6,587 in fees, and no tuition is 
reimbursable because tuition is 
free at California public colleges 
to in-state students. 

Post-9/11 GI Bill students also 
will get a monthly living allow- 
ance, equal to local basic-allow- 
ance-for-housing rate for enlisted 
grade E-5, plus up to $1,000 a year 
to buy books and school supplies. 

But many private colleges 
charge far more than the most 
expensive state university. So, 
under the Yellow Ribbon pro- 
gram, schools are encouraged 
to waive up to 50 percent of this 
difference, and VA will match 
the amount waived by adding the 
value of the student’s education 


benefit. 

By June 10, Wilson said, VA 
had signed 1,287 agreements 
with 521 schools. Larger schools 
are signing multiple agreements, 
one for each college or for each 
campus it operates. For-profit 
institutions like Troy University 
have many locations and account 
for many agreements. ITT Tech- 
nical Institute, with locations in 
nearly every state, has more than 
100 Yellow Ribbon deals. One of 
every 10 agreements signed in- 
volve a public university using 
the program to help veterans 
with the higher cost of graduate 
programs or out-of-state veterans 
with higher out-of-state tuition. 

Sen. John Warner, R-Va., in his 
final year in Congress, pressed 
to include the Yellow Ribbon fea- 
ture as condition for endorsing a 
new GI Bill that otherwise was 
designed only to cover the full 
cost of state-run colleges. 

Warner wanted at least some 
of today’s veterans to have an all- 
expenses-paid shot at America’s 
finest universities, just as Warner 
and millions of other veterans 
had following World War II. 

His effort will secure that 
dream for some veterans. But it’s 
also hard to see how the initiative, 
with its limitations and heavy re- 
liance on the goodwill of schools, 
can avoid creating some bitter- 
ness among veterans on private 
college campuses. Many schools 
that have signed deals intend 
to waive only a small amount of 
higher charges. Other schools will 
waive thousands of dollars but for 
small numbers of students.

Weak job market could 
slow economic recovery

WASHINGTON — The num- 
ber of people receiving unem- 
ployment benefits has set another 
record, a development likely to 
weigh on consumer spending and 
slow the economy’s recovery. 

While retail sales rose in May, 
the increase resulted largely 
from a spike in gasoline prices 
and higher auto sales, accord- 
ing to a report from the Com- 
merce Department. Overall, the 
retail report Thursday showed 
consumers remain reluctant to 
spend, economists said. 

The number of people continu- 
ing to claim benefits exceeded 
6.8 million in the week ending 
May 30, the Labor Department 
said Thursday. That was the 19th 


straight weekly record, after a 
drop last week was revised to an 
increase. 

More encouraging was a drop 
in initial jobless claims to a sea- 
sonally-adjusted 601,000 last 
week, which was below analysts’ 
expectations and the lowest level 
since January. 

New jobless claims are a mea- 
sure of the pace of layoffs and are 
seen as a timely, if volatile, indi- 
cator of the economy’s health. 
The huge increase in the unem- 
ployment benefit rolls is a sign 
that even as layoffs slow, compa- 
nies remain reluctant to hire. 

That’s a big reason why many 
analysts and the Federal Reserve 
expect any economic recovery 
later this year to be slow. 
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Bad weather slows search in Brazil jet crash

RECIFE, Brazil — Bad weath- 
er hindered the search for debris 
and bodies Thursday from the 
crash of Air France Flight 447, 
according to a senior Brazilian 
official who said there is little 
chance of finding all the victims. 

As storms bore down on the 
crash zone off Brazil, a French 
submarine searched the depths of 
the Atlantic Ocean for the black 
boxes that hold the best hope of 
finding out happened when the 
Airbus A330-200 flew into heavy 
storms May 31 with 228 people 
aboard.

French and U.S. officials have 
said there were no signs of terror- 
ism, and Brazil’s defense minister 
said the possibility wasn’t consid- 
ered.

Air Force Gen. Ramon Car- 
doso said a French ship hunting 
for remains of the airliner that 
went down on May 31 has spotted 
an undetermined number of bod- 
ies in the ocean, but has not yet 
reached them.

Must close Obama defense budget gap 


By MICHAEL O’ HANLON 


fter three months of very impres- 

sive decisions regarding national 

ecurity, President Barack Obama 

made perhaps his first significant mistake. 

It concerns the defense budget, where his 

plans are insufficient to support the na- 

tional security establishment over the next 

five years. Thankfully, this mistake can be 

fixed — either by Congress this year or the 
administration itself next year. 

The administration is hardly slashing 
funds; it is simply adopting a policy of zero 
real growth in the “base budget” (the part 
that does not include war costs, which are 
too unpredictable to include in this analy- 
sis). Specifically, the base budget is to grow 
2 percent a year over the next five years. 
But with the inflation rate expected to av- 
erage more than 1.5 percent, the net effect 
is essentially no real growth. Cumulatively, 
that would leave us about $150 billion short 
of actual funding requirements through 
2014. The administration is right to propose 
increasing resources for the State Depart- 
ment and aid programs. But it is unwise ... 
to put these key elements of foreign policy 
in direct competition with each other, as 
appears to be the case in the new budget. 

For the Defense Department to merely 
tread water, a good rule of thumb is that its 
inflation-adjusted budget must grow about 
2 percent a year (roughly $10 billion an- 
nually). Simply put, the costs of holding on 
to good people, keeping equipment func- 
tional, maintaining training regimes, and 
buying increasingly complex equipment 
tend to grow faster than inflation. This ... 
tends to hold up remarkably well with time, 
especially when downsizing the Defense 
Department’s force structure is not really 
an option, and it is not today. 

It is easiest to understand this by exam- 
ining the four main categories of Pentagon 
spending: military personnel, operations 
and maintenance, procurement, and re- 
search and development. Regarding the 
first, there were times in the 1970s when 
we starved personnel accounts, but the 
result was a dispirited and “hollow” force. 
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At a time of war, this is not a viable option. 
In fact, over the years of the George W. 
Bush presidency, personnel spending in- 
creased 100 percent. About 25 percent of 
that was due to the cumulative effects of 
inflation and another quarter to mobilizing 
reservists and enlarging the force. But the 
remaining half was real cost growth aver- 
aging 5 percent a year. Even if we slow the 
trend, we can’t end it. 

Operations and maintenance costs are 
always what budgeteers want to cut — and 
always the area where they overestimate 
the potential for savings. This was the case 
in the 1990s; almost every year the Clinton 
administration hoped to economize on such 
expenses through new types of efficiencies, 
but almost every year it wound up need- 
ing to add to those accounts retroactively. 
Among defense budget specialists, the real 
debate is whether inflation-adjusted op- 
erations and maintenance costs per person 
grow at 2 percent annually or 3 percent or 
somewhere in between. 

Procurement and research and develop- 
ment are the chief areas in which Defense 
Secretary Robert Gates has sought sav- 
ings. ... He has proposed cuts to the F-22 
fighter, the DDG-1000 destroyer, the Ar- 
my’s Future Combat System, the presiden- 
tial helicopter fleet, the transformational 
communications satellite, aircraft carrier 
production runs, the airborne laser missile 
defense program and the next-generation 
bomber. ... [H]e could make additional 
cuts to the V-22 Osprey and the F-35 Joint 
Strike Fighter programs, as well as exist- 
ing nuclear weapons platforms. 

It is important to note, though, that these 
aren’t cuts in current costs; they are cuts in 
plans. When you eliminate a defense pro- 
gram, you still typically must buy some- 
thing to replace aging equipment, even if 
the alternative is less expensive. Moreover, 
a lot of equipment (much of it purchased 
under Ronald Reagan and the first Presi- 
dent Bush) is wearing out, and we need 
to replace it soon. Making greater use of 
service-life extension programs, modifica- 
tions to existing weapons, and inexpensive 
but high-performance modern technolo- 
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gies ... can keep a check on cost growth. 
But these steps can’t freeze costs. 

Putting all of this together, the Congres- 
sional Budget Office has estimated that real 
defense spending would have to be about 
10 percent greater than today over roughly 
the next decade to afford what is on the 
Pentagon’s books. The CBO has not recal- 
culated in light of Gates’ plans, but a rough 
estimate suggests the need for 7 percent to 
8 percent higher spending for an average 
year in the future. That is another way of 
saying that we need roughly 2 percent real 
growth per year, while Obama offers zero. 
By 2014, this amounts to ... a cumulative 
five-year discrepancy of about $150 billion. 
Once increased, defense spending would 
still decline as a fraction of gross domes- 
tic product, but not as much as is currently 
forecast. The plan will have to change. The 
question is whether we do it now or later.

Report: High number 
of deaths in county jail

A diabetic inmate who had an 
infection collapsed and died in 
the clinic five days after she first 
sought treatment. 

Another inmate who had liver 
disease had waited weeks to be 
treated and died, while a third in- 
mate was in a psychotic state for 
two weeks before his death. He 
did not get medication which had 
been prescribed, according to the 
Justice Department report, which 
cited 142 inmate deaths since 
2001. 

All three died while in the jail 
between 2007 and 2008. 

The Harris County jail has come 
under scrutiny in recent years for 
the inmate deaths, including one 
last year that cost two deputies 
their jobs. 

It has also faced criticism for 
overcrowding, and poor mental 
health care.

2 missing after crash 
of rescue helicopter 
SANTA FE— A heli- 


iN copter had just swooped 
in to rescue a stranded hiker in the 
rough mountains of New Mexico 
when nearby campers saw a flash 
of light, then heard a loud crash. 
Moments later, a dispatcher asked 
the pilot whether the three aboard 
were OK, and he radioed back: 
“Not really.” 

The sleek police helicopter, de- 
signed for high-altitude rescue 
missions, had smashed into the 
mountain, and the veteran pilot, his 
spotter and the hiker were thrown 
into the dark, frigid wilderness.

Far East spring awards 
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Ashlimans, Brown always looked to attack 
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Zama sisters shared spotlight in title run; sprinter won three golds

Most Pacific prep soccer watchers knew 
what Zama American had in Aubrey and 
Mallarie Ashliman. But Nile C. Kinnick 
hurdler-turned-sprinter Donavan Brown’s 
achievements came out of the blue. 

The three share Stars and Stripes Ath- 
lete of the Quarter honors for the spring 
season. The Ashlimans combined for 86 
goals and 43 assists in pacing the Trojans 
to the first Far East Class AA Tournament 
title in school history. Brown went unbeat- 
en in hurdles this season and paced the 
Red Devils to their best boys team finish 
in five years. 

Brown “isn’t your normal athlete,” his 
coach, Al Garrido, said of the speedster 
he terms a “soft-spoken yet motivated 
athlete.” 

“He’s probably one of the most mod- 
est individuals you will find. But when he 
steps on the track and prepares to attack 
any event he is entered for — watch out.” 

Beginning the season as a “decent” hur- 
dler, Brown was asked by Garrido to step 
in as a 100- and 200-meter sprinter. Brown 
promptly won his first 100 race. 

He went unbeaten in hurdles, broke 
the Kanto Plain Association of Secondary 
Schools 400 hurdles mark and in the May 
16 Kanto Invitational won three gold med- 
als and a bronze for 36 team points. 

Kinnick’s boys placed third in the league 
finals and second in the Kanto Invitational, 
their best finish since 2004. 

Aubrey Ashliman (45 goals, 10 assists), 
a junior, earned tournament MVP honors, 
and Mallarie (41-33), a sophomore, won 
the Golden Boot with nine goals. Zama 
won its title by outgunning two-time Class 
AA runner-up and host Kubasaki 3-2 in a 
penalty-kick shootout in the title match. 

That two-pronged assault, helped by a 
solid supporting cast, helped Zama to a 
school-record 24-4-4 mark, bestin DODDS- 
Japan and second behind American School 
In Japan in the Kanto standings. 

“Tf I want ball control and a little more 
defense, I go with Aubrey. If I want speed 
and ball handling, I go with Mallarie,” 
coach Rogers Pitts said. “Aubrey provides 
leadership, a complete game, confidence, 
maturity. Mallarie, there’s a fire inside 
her. If you tick her off, she goes to anoth- 
er level and it doesn’t stop the rest of the 
game. Any college would be lucky to have 
either of them.”

TUSCALOOSA, Ala. — The 
NCAA placed Alabama’s football 
program and 15 other athletic 
teams at the school on three years’ 
probation for major violations due 
to misuse of free textbooks. 

The NCAA’s Committee on 
Infractions said Thursday the 
football team must forfeit an un- 
specified number of victories in 
which any of seven players took 
part during 2005-2007. The uni- 
versity identified the seven as 
“intentional wrongdoers.” 

The NCAA said that 201 ath- 
letes in the 16 sports, including 
men’s basketball, obtained “im- 
permissible benefits” by using 
their scholarships to obtain free 
textbooks for other students. It 
also found the university guilty of 
“failure to monitor.” 

The university was ordered to 
pay a $43,900 fine, close to the 
value of the books. 

Alabama identified 22 of the 
athletes as “intentional wrongdo- 
ers” who knew they were receiv- 
ing improper benefits. Fifteen 
were members of the women’s 
track and field team who acquired 
textbooks and materials of value 
greater than $100 for girlfriends, 
friends and other athletes. The 
four biggest offenders in dollar 
value were football players, who 
received from $2,714 to $3,947 in 
improper benefits. 

The other sports hit with pro- 
bation were softball, baseball, 
gymnastics, women’s basketball, 
soccer, volleyball and the men’s 
and women’s teams in golf, swim- 
ming, tennis and track and field. 

The university is a repeat vio- 
lator. The football program was 
placed on five years’ probation in 
February 2002, when it was also 
under the five-year window for 
basketball violations. 

“Although the committee com- 
mends the institution for self- 
discovering, investigating and 
reporting the textbook violations, 
it remains troubled, nonetheless, 
by the scope of the violations in 
this instance and by the institu- 
tion’s recent history of infractions 
cases,” the NCAA said. 

The NCAA said about 125 ath- 
letes received benefits totaling 
less than $100 each. 

The university was cited for not 
adequately monitoring the pro- 
cess or having a system for de- 
tecting the violations on a timely

basis. The NCAA said the athletes 
weren't restricted by purchase 
limits or required to show photo 
identification. 

Nick Saban replaced Mike 
Shula as coach after the 2006 
football season and suspended 
five players — Antoine Caldwell, 
Glen Coffee, Marquis Johnson, 
Chris Rogers and Marlon Davis 
— for four games when the uni- 
versity uncovered the violations 
in 2007. The Tide was 5-2 at that 
point and its only victories in the 
next six games came against Ten- 
nessee and Colorado in the Inde- 
pendence Bowl. 


Jets give Sanchez 
deal worth up to $60M 


FLORHAM PARK, NJ. — 
Mark Sanchez wanted no con- 
tract squabbles or training-camp 
headaches. The New York Jets’ 
rookie quarterback got his big 
deal — and a huge sense of relief 
— before minicamp was com- 
pleted, signing a five-year deal 
Wednesday that could be worth 
up to $60 million, including $28 
million guaranteed. 

“It sends the right message,” 
Sanchez said. “It’s not in my 
makeup to hold out like that. That 
would’ve just been terrible for me. 
This just eliminates that whole 
factor. I'll be there Day 1, ready 
to go and compete. It’s going to 
be a good time and a competitive 
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time.” 

Agent David Dunn said the deal 
is worth “around the $50 million 
mark,” but could reach $60 mil- 
lion with incentives. That would 
make it the richest rookie deal 


given by the Jets. 
Detroit gave quarterback 
Matthew Stafford, the No. 1 


overall pick and the only other 
first-rounder to sign, a six-year 
contract worth up to $78 million, 
with $41.7 million in guarantees. 
Although Sanchez’s deal falls 
short of that, Dunn said doing the 
contract for five years instead of 
the usual six for top picks satis- 
fied both sides. 

Sanchez led Southern Califor- 
nia to a Rose Bowl victory over 
Penn State with a record-setting 
performance in his final college 
game. He’s competing with vet- 
eran Kellen Clemens for the Jets’ 
starting job, up for grabs after the 
retirement of Brett Favre. 


20 batters, 12 hits,

United said: “At Cristiano’s

— and after discussion with the 
player’s representatives, Unit- 
ed have agreed to give Real 
Madrid permission to talk to the 
player.

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King Richard bemoans recession 


‘The einai it's hit us between the eyes, NASCAR great says

RANDLEMAN, N.C. 
rom behind those 
trademark shades, 
Richard Petty has seen 
just about everything 

during a half-century in racing. 

But even The King has been 
caught off guard by the severity 
of the recession that has caused 
NASCAR to tap its brakes: Au- 
tomakers are entering Chapter 
11 bankruptcy protection, team 
sponsors are slashing budgets 
and fans are struggling to scrape 
up money for travel, tickets and 
trinkets. 

“The economy, it’s hit us be- 
tween the eyes,” Petty said in an 
interview with The Associated 
Press at his museum in central 
North Carolina. “|The recession] 
has kind of put the clamps on 
our spectators coming, because 
you’ve got to figure our sport, 
probably more so than any other 
sport, is a sport that people travel 
a lot of miles to go to. When the 
economy gets like it is, then they 
can afford tickets, but they can’t 
afford to get there because of 
the gas mileage, the motels, the 
food.” 

The mustachioed racing icon 
made cowboy hats with ostrich 
feathers — and, yes, those wrap- 
around sunglasses that protect 
his sensitive eyes — fashion sta- 
ples while winning seven cham- 
pionships and a NASCAR-record 
200 Cup races during his 35-year 
racing career. 

But that legacy hasn’t pro- 
tected him or his team from this 
recession. 

Petty Enterprises merged with 
Gillett Evernham Motorsports 
in January in a move that kept 
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Richard Petty says he has been caught off guard by the severity of the recession that has caused auto 
racing to tap its brakes. Just this week, he said, Richard Petty Motorsports was forced to lay off nine 
employees and reduce salaries throughout the company. 


Petty’s famed No. 43 Dodge rac- 
ing. And just this week, the new 
organization co-owned by Petty 
— Richard Petty Motorsports 
— laid off nine employees and 
reduced salaries throughout the 
company, a byproduct of Chrys- 
ler’s Chapter 11 filing. 

“The deal is, the strong will 
survive through this and will 
come out the other end that much 
stronger,” Petty said. “If it lasts 
forever, we’re still going to be 


able to set our businesses up on 
what it is right now. We don’t have 
the money flow, we don’t have the 
deal, we can’t do the things we 
want to do, that kind of stuff. So 
you just tighten the belt, and then 
if it don’t expand, then you’ve al- 
ready tightened your belt, and 
you tightened it so that you can 
survive. 

“Right now, a lot of it is more 
than a go-forward mode. We’re 
more in a survival mode, so

most of the time, if there was a re- 
cession, OK, it didn’t affect us di- 
rectly,” Petty said. “It might have 
affected the cigarette companies, 
or it might have affected textiles 
.. but it didn’t directly affect us 
as far as the racing crowd, so we 
could continue to do our deal. 

“But now, the way the economy 
is, it affected everybody. It doesn’t 
make a difference — if you’re just 
sitting over on the hill and you’ve 
been over there by yourself for 
10 years and ain’t seen nobody, it 
still affects you. ... It’s a different 
kind of a recession that’s over our 
head.” 

Still, there are plenty of reasons 
for Petty to reflect on his Hall of 
Fame career. 

Next month is the 25th anni- 
versary of victory No. 200. His 
final trip to Victory Lane as a 
driver came at the Firecracker 
400 on July 4, 1984. He marked 
the occasion by releasing a four- 
hour, four-disc audiobook that 
preserves the memories of the 
50-plus years that passed since 
his father, three-time NASCAR 
champion Lee Petty, suggested 
he cut the top off of an old car and 
drive it in a convertible series 
race. 

“If you hadn’t had a bunch 
of that stuff that us and some of 
them drivers went through, you 
wouldn’t have NASCAR today,” 
Petty said. “It would be back 
starting again. What happened, 
all the people that came through, 
whether they were motor people 
or writing PR or not, it took all 
them people to make it work. Zil- 
lions and zillions of people that 
are behind the scenes. ... With- 
out those people doing their job, 
then these guys wouldn’t have the 
opportunity to do what they’re 
doing today.”

Heaven 1S seven 
as Sox top Yanks

BOSTON — Mark Teixeira 
couldn’t keep the New York Yan- 
kees from losing their eighth 
straight game to Boston — even 
with four hits, including his AL- 
leading 19th homer. 

The Yankees’ top pitching prize 
will have to try to stop the skid. 

Mike Lowell homered off strug- 
gling Yankees starter Chien- 
Ming Wang, and Kevin Youkilis 
also connected to help give Bos- 
ton a 6-5 victory on Wednesday 
night and a 7-0 record against 
New York this year. Wang was the 
second straight Yankees starter 
to leave after getting just eight 
outs, a trend CC Sabathia hoped 
to reverse in the series finale on 
Thursday night. 

“Hopefully, we can sweep them 
again tomorrow,” said Tim Wake- 
field, who beat the Yankees for 
the second straight time after los- 
ing nine of his previous 10 deci- 
sions against New York. 

Teixeira spurned the Red Sox 
in the offseason to sign a $180 
million, eight-year contract with 
the archrival Yankees, the big- 
gest for a position player on the 
free-agent market. Sabathia got 
the richest deal for a pitcher in 
baseball history over the win- 
ter — a $161 million, seven-year 
contract. 


The big left-hander also was 
hoping to save a bullpen that 
couldn’t rescue either A.J. Bur- 
nett or Wang (0-4) when they 
couldn’t get out of the third in- 
ning. Yankees manager Joe Gi- 
rardi would not commit to giving 
Wang, whose ERA dropped from 
14.46 to 14.34, another turn in the 
rotation. 

“Tm not ready to make that 
decision right now,” Girardi said. 
“We’re seven minutes after the 
game, so it’s something we’ll dis- 
cuss. I’ll sleep on it. In five days, 
somebody will be out there.” 

Wakefield (8-3) allowed eight 
hits in six innings and improved 
to 5-0 at Fenway Park in five 
starts this year. The knuckle- 
baller handed a 6-3 lead to a 
bullpen that had given up just 
one earned run in the past 17?/3 
innings. After Ramon Ramirez 
gave up back-to-back homers 
to Johnny Damon and Teixeira 
in the seventh, Hideki Okajima 
came on to get four outs, and Jon- 
athan Papelbon pitched the ninth 
for his 15th save. 

“Tt’s a tough bullpen, one of the 
toughest I’ve ever seen,” Teixeira 
said. 

Boston, which also beat the 
Yankees in their last matchup of 
the 2008 season, has its longest 
winning streak against New York 
since 1912.

ST. PETERSBURG, Fla. — Di- 
vision winners a year ago, the 
Tampa Bay Rays and Los Ange- 
les Angels are battling inconsis- 
tency this season. 

“If you’re going to put together 
a streak, you have to play well. 
And to play well, you have to be a 
good team. We’re trying to grow 
into that club,” Angels manager 
Mike Scioscia said after a 9-5 loss 
to the Rays dropped his team to 4- 
4 on a nine-game road trip. “Cer- 
tainly some things have to come 
together for us to be the club that 
we have the potential to be.” 

The Rays can say the same 
thing. While the Angels are 29-28 
after winning the AL West last 
season, Tampa Bay is 30-31 fol- 
lowing an improbable run to its 
first World Series appearance. 

Wednesday night marked the 
10th time the Rays have scored 
nine runs in a victory. However 
they’re 6-13 in one-run games 
— the second-worst mark in the 
league behind the Chicago White 
Sox (4-9). 

“You’ve got to win some close 
games, too,” manager Joe Mad- 
don said after a rare Tampa Bay 
victory over the Angels’ John 
Lackey. “Sometimes your offense 
isn’t going to score nine runs. 
You’ve got to be able to pitch and 
catch it, too.” 

Carlos Pena and Willy Aybar 
homered off Lackey, who had 
won nine of 10 previous decisions 
against the Rays. 

Pena hit a solo homer in the 
third inning and Aybar added a 
two-run shot off Lackey (1-2) for 
a 9-5 lead in the fifth. 

Aybar also had an RBI single 
during a five-run second in which 
the Rays began the inning with 
four straight hits, three of them 
well-placed grounders through 
the right side of the infield.

Rasmus’ hit 
helps Cards 
top Marlins

MIAMI — Pinch-hitter Colby 
Rasmus hit a go-ahead single in 
the eighth inning after a costly 
error by center fielder Cody Ross, 
sending the St. Louis Cardinals 
to a 6-5 victory over the Florida 
Marlins on Thursday. 

The Cardinals rallied for three 
runs in the eighth. Ross allowed 
Ryan Ludwick’s RBI single to 
get past him for a two-base error 
that let an additional run score, 
and Rasmus followed with his tie- 
breaking hit. 

Albert Pujols hit his 19th home 
run and Rick Ankiel added three 
hits for the Cardinals. 

Ross Gload homered twice for 
the Marlins and drove in three 
runs in the first multihomer game 
of his career. 

Trever Miller (2-0) pitched a 
scoreless seventh. Ryan Franklin 
recorded his 14th save by going 
17/3 innings. 

Pujols reached into the first- 
base stands and caught Wes 
Helms’ foul popup with a runner 
on second for the final out. 

Leo Nunez (2-3) took over in 
the eighth with Florida ahead 5-3. 
Ankiel led off with a single, Pujols 
walked on a full count and Lud- 
wick singled. The ball got under 
Ross’ glove and rolled to the wall, 
letting Ankiel and Pujols score 
the tying runs. 

Rasmus batted for Miller and 
singled to right. 

The Cardinals took a 1-0 lead 
in the first against Andrew Mill- 
er when Nick Stavinoha singled 
home Ankiel. 

Gload put the Marlins ahead 
with a two-run homer in the sec- 
ond off St. Louis starter Todd 
Wellemeyer. 

Ronny Paulino had an RBI 
single in the Marlins’ fourth and 
Jeremy Hermida blooped an RBI 
single in the fifth for a 4-1 lead. 

Miller was cruising, having 
retired 14 straight batters, until 
Ankiel singled in the sixth. Pujols 
followed with a two-run homer 
off the left-field foul pole. 

Gload responded in the bottom 
half of the inning, leading off with 
a home run to right. He went into 
the game with only one home run 
this season. 

Wellemeyer allowed five runs 
and 11 hits in six innings. Miller 
gave up three runs and seven hits 
in 6'/3 innings, striking out eight 
without a walk. 

In Wednesday’s game: 

Cardinals 13, Marlins 4: Rick 
Ankiel had a double, triple and 
home run and Colby Rasmus also 
homered as St. Louis snapped a 
five-game losing streak. Brendan 
Ryan went a career-best 4 for 
4, all singles, scored twice and 
drove in a run, and Tyler Greene 
had a career-high three hits. 

Adam Wainwright (6-4) al- 
lowed four runs and four hits in 
seven innings. 

Chris Volstad (4-6) was touched 
up for six runs and 10 hits over 
57/3 innings in his third straight 
loss. 

The Cardinals established sea- 
son highs for runs and hits (18).

NEW YORK — Chase Utley 
got another chance to hit only be- 
cause Jayson Werth made a daz- 
zling defensive play. 

The right fielder took a big 
gamble and saved his team with 
a diving catch, moments before 
Utley’s second homer of the game 
sent the Philadelphia Phillies to 
a 5-4 victory over the New York 
Mets in 11 innings Wednesday 
night. 

With a speedy runner on first 
and two outs in the 10th, Werth 
made a sensational grab of David 
Wright’s sinking liner in the right- 
center gap. If the ball gets by, Fer- 
nando Martinez probably scores 
the winning run. But rather than 
play it safe and glove a single on 
one hop, Werth went all out. 

“It was just one of those deals 
where I thought it was worth it,” 
he said. “When the ball came 
out of the lights I thought, ohh, 
it’s much closer than I expected. 
When I dove for it, I didn’t expect 
to catch it.” 

He did, however, and then 
Utley led off the 11th with his 
15th home run — and third in two 
nights. This one came on the sec- 
ond pitch by Bobby Parnell (2-1), 
handing the hard-throwing rook- 
ie his first big league loss. 

In fact, it’s the first home run 
Parnell has allowed in 29 career 
innings. 

“Fastball in. The pitch he was 
looking for,’ Parnell said. “He’s 
a good hitter. That’s the pitch he 
wanted and that’s what he wanted 
to do with it.” 

New York built a three-run 
lead against World Series MVP 
Cole Hamels. Helped by Wright’s 
error at third base, the Phillies 
rallied against Mike Pelfrey and 
the New York bullpen to tie it 4-4

Rockies happier away from Mile High home

MILWAUKEE — The Colorado 
Rockies are making great use of 
their time away from Denver. 

Troy Tulowitzki and Brad 
Hawpe homered and Jorge De 
La Rosa finally beat his old team, 
lifting Colorado to its seventh 
straight victory — all on the road 
— this a 4-2 victory over the Mil- 
waukee Brewers on Wednesday 
night. 

“The last week has been great 
for us. It’s been needed. To do 
it on the road is what I think is 
impressive,” said Hawpe, who is 
hitting a team-best .339. “Every- 
body’s come together on the road 
and usually the road historically 
has been a tough place for the 
Rockies to play.” 

No more. Colorado is 18-18 on 
the road this season and has left 
all its struggles behind in the thin 
air of Denver, where the Rockies 
have won just nine times. 

Their current winning streak 
is the longest since winning 11 


straight in September 2007. That 
run helped propel the Rockies to 
the playoffs and eventually the 
World Series, in which they were 
swept by Boston. 

This Colorado had a chance to 
do something the ’07 team never 
did by matching its longest road 
winning streak in its 17-year his- 
tory with a victory Thursday. 

Milwaukee, which won 18 
games in May, still leads the NL 
Central, but is just 3-6 in June de- 
spite being ahead in every game 
this month. In this one, the Brew- 
ers blew a 2-0 lead, just like they 
did Tuesday night. 

“T wouldn’t look at it and say 
that we’re necessarily struggling 
a whole lot. We’re just not win- 
ning games right now,” Brewers 
starter Dave Bush said. “To me, 
there’s a difference. You can lose 
games badly and you can lose 
close games, and we’re losing 
close games.” 

Bush (3-3) gave up a two-out 
solo homer in the fourth to Tulow- 
itzki and three straight doubles in 


the fifth. Todd Helton’s double 
scored Clint Barmes and Hawpe’s 
double drove in Helton to give the 
Rockies a 3-2 lead. Hawpe hom- 
ered off reliever Seth McClung in 
the seventh to make it 4-2. 

Huston Street struck out the 
side in a perfect ninth for his 11th 
save in 12 chances. 

De La Rosa (2-6) came into 
the game 0-2 with a 13.03 ERA 
in three appearances against 
Milwaukee, where he pitched for 
part of three seasons. 

“TI don’t care who it’s against, 
I just want to throw a good game 
and I think I did,’ De La Rosa 
said. “We’re playing very good as 
a team and I hope we keep play- 
ing like this.” 

Milwaukee took a 2-0 lead in 
the third on RBI doulbes by Ryan 
Braun and Prince Fielder. 

Fielder’s RBI tied him with 
Philadelphia’s Raul Ibanez for 
the NL lead with 55. De La Rosa 
got the better of the Brewers slug- 
ger in the fifth, striking him out 
with two on and two out. 


The rest of the Brewers’ offense 
was silent. Milwaukee manager 
Ken Macha said he would give 
some of his struggling players 
a day off with J.J. Hardy hitting 
.223 this season, Corey Hart .239 
and Bill Hall .205. Macha said it 
was too early to call it a bad sea- 
son for the three young hitters 
who are expected to help protect 
Braun and Fielder. 

“We’ve got a lot of games to play 
yet,” Macha said. “We’ve got over 
100 games to play. To classify a 
bad season with over 100 games 
to play is getting a little carried 
away. You run through dips.” 

De La Rosa, who started 0- 
6 this season, won his second 
straight decision and was fin- 
ished after six innings, allowing 
two runs and four hits with eight 
strikeouts. 

“T’ve seen him better than he 
was tonight, but I haven’t seen 
him battle as well as he did,” said 
Rockies manager Jim Tracy, who 
is 9-4 since taking over for the 
fired Clint Hurdle.

edo Turkoglu was 

throwing in_ shots 

from everywhere, 

the Orlando Magic 
were outrebounding the Los 
Angeles Lakers, and even Jack 
Nicholson seemed to be getting 
worried. It was the third quar- 
ter of Game 2 in the NBA Finals, 
time for Phil Jackson to gather 
his players and work some magic 
of his own. 

They huddled in front of the 
Lakers bench, eager for words 
of wisdom from the Zen Master. 
While Stan Van Gundy was yell- 
ing and waving his arms in an 
apoplectic fit at the other end of 
the court, Jackson delivered in 
his usual calm way. 

“Make some shots,” he told 
Kobe Bryant and his supporting 
cast. 

Make some shots? Come on, 
Phil, the Lakers die-hards in the 
upper regions of section 328 at 
Staples Center could have come 
up with that. What was next? 
Grab some rebounds? Try guard- 
ing Turkoglu? 

No sense in making things too 
terribly complicated. 

Jackson said on the eve of the 
championship series that there 
wasn’t much to do at this time of 
year other than pick the starting 
lineup and tell the players what 
time tip-off is. 

Then again, Jackson has made 
it look easy for a long time. He sits 
courtside in these finals, poised 
on the brink of basketball his- 
tory, all the while looking as if he 
would rather be at Malibu, con- 
templating the meaning of ocean 
waves. 

Unlike Van Gundy, he doesn’t 
yell, doesn’t scream. Doesn’t 
seem to be doing much of any- 
thing, really, other than watching 
Bryant take charge and telling 
his teammates what to do. 

And he’s surely the first coach 
who ever called out referees for 
not making a call that could have 
cost his team a victory in Game 
2. He’s so unorthodox that people 
in basketball can’t figure him out. 
More has been made about his 
Zen philosophy than his ability 
to get his team to play better than 
the other team. 

With his Lakers up 2-1 and 
Jackson edging closer to a record 
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Phil Jackson, seeking his 10th 
title, makes winning look easy. 
Maybe it’s the Zen philosophy. 
Or maybe he’s just that good.

10th NBA title as a coach, maybe 
it’s time to start thinking of Jack- 
son in a different way. Maybe it’s 
time to begin recognizing him for 
what he really is. 

The greatest coach in NBA his- 
tory. Perhaps the greatest coach 
ever. In any sport. Fans of Red 
Auerbach might recoil at the 
thought, even if Jackson passes 
the Boston Celtics great with a 
10th title. They would say Au- 
erbach helped change the way 
basketball is played — and pave 
the way for new people to play it 
— with the Celtics, and all Jack- 
son did was adopt someone else’s 
triangle offense and get lucky 
with some of the greatest players 
in the game’s history. 

It’s a fair criticism, even when 
broached to Jackson. He had 


Michael Jordan, Scottie Pippen, 
Shaquille O’Neal and Bryant. 
Other coaches didn’t. 

“T’ll accept it,’ Jackson said. 
“You have to have the special 
players to make the finals. That’s 
why they’re special players — be- 
cause they get to this position at 
the end of the season.” 

Although Jordan might have 
won a few titles no matter who 
was coaching in Chicago, someone 
had to keep Jordan happy, Pippen 
engaged and the rest of the team 
in sync for two three-peats. Like- 
wise, someone had to keep Bryant 
and Shaq off each other’s backs 
long enough for another three- 
peat in Los Angeles. 

And Jackson had to be doing 
something right to get a $30 mil- 
lion contract to rejoin the Lak- 


ers, even after writing a book 
acknowledging that he lobbied to 
get Bryant traded during his first 
stint with the team and deriding 
his star’s pettiness in wanting a 
bigger plane provided by the Lak- 
ers to take him to his sexual-as- 
sault hearing in Colorado. 

In the end, the rings count more 
than anything, to Jackson and the 
superstar who now professes, at 
least publicly, grudging respect 
for his coach. At last count, Jack- 
son had nine. Bryant had three. 

“T’m just honored to be coached 
by the best coach of all time,” 
Bryant said last week. “It would 
be a tremendous honor to be on 
the team that can get him that 
10th championship.” 

That would move Jackson past 
Auerbach, but it’s more than that. 


Although Auerbach won his titles 
with Bill Russell dominating the 
middle, Jackson has won with dif- 
ferent stars and different teams. 
He has been able to adapt to dif- 
ferent changes, all during an era 
in which players had more auton- 
omy and say than they did in the 
1950s and ’60s. 

It might not look as if he’s doing 
much, but he’s a winner. 

In a few short days he could 
become the biggest winner, with 
a ring for every finger and both 
thumbs. 

That’s assuming that he can 
get his team to make a few more 
shots.
